DR. MALCOLM READ 
INSTRUCTIVE PAPER 

Physiological Society Holds 
Splendid Meeting. 

At a meeting of .the Physiological 
Society, Dr. Malcolm, of the Dept. 
of Anatomy, gave a very interesting 
address on Tuesday evening, entitled. 
"The History of and Modern Re- 
search on the Sympathetic Nervous 
System." 

A detailed account was given of 
early dLscoverics made in connection 
with the nervous systen\ as a whole. 
Incidentally, it was shown that no 
thought oE the physiology of these 
structures was enlcrlaincd till a much 
later 'period. The anatomical aspect 
ilone was considered. It is 'to xdun 
like Bichat, Claude Bernard, and Gas- 
kell thta modern medicine owes most 
of its basal knowledge of the Sympa 
thetic Nervous System. 

The speaker thought that the best 
way of summing up so intricate a 
subject was by saying that there are 
bot'Ii anabolic and katabolic sympa- 
thl^tic systems. The former remains 
"on duty" during the hours of sleep, 
while thf latter carries on during the 
hours of activity. 

Many questions were asked and 
were all ahly answered by Dr. Mal- 
colm, with the same consummate case 
and lucidity that cliaracterises him 
the Anatomy Lab. 
Some interesting' facts on the sub- 
ject were emphasized by Dr. Tait, 
who took part in the .general discus- 
sion which followed t'he address. 

\ vote of 'thanks was moved, and 
seconded 'in a hearty burst of ap- 
plause by the hundred students pres- 
ent. 

The meeting tlien adjourned to the 
Physiological Library, where books 
were given out.

At a meeting of the Corpor.iltion, 
held yesterday afternoon, a committee 
was appointed to consider what steps 
should or can be taken to extend the 
teaching of French with a view to 
making McGill University a great cen- 
tre for the teaching of this language. 

A step forward in this connection 
will be made next summer in the rc- 
cstablishment of the French Summer 
School under 'the_ 'dircotorship of Dr. 
H. Walter, Head of the Department. 
Ks is generally known, this school 
has been in existence prior to the war, 
but it is intended to organize it on a 
much larger scale in the immediate fu- 
ture. It will extend over four weeks 
instead of three as formerly. 

The Princi'pal reported that the 
Board of Governors had approved' 
several recommcndaitions which had 
been scmt forward by the Corporation. 
Ooe of these was that a Winter Lib- 
rary Scho.ot sihould be established, of 
the same IcngHh as the regular ses- 
sion. The success of the regular 
course in the i)ast has adequately jus- 
tified such a step being taken. 

The Governors also accepted the re- 
commendation to establish a Chair of 
Industrial Chemistry under the Mrs. 
E. B. Eddy bequest. 
• The Committee on Graduate Stud- 
ies have luider con.sideration the ques- 
tion of reorganization. A report cov- 
ering these plans in detail vvill be 
tendered at the next Corporation 
meeting. 

\ resolution was adopted in con- 
nection with. t'he- death of the late Col. 
Elder, exprcssitvg appreciation- of the 
valuable services he rendered to the 
University as a professor for a long 
period, of his continuous interest in 
and aid to University aihlcties, of the 
great work he accomplished on behalf 
of his country during the war, and of 
his noble qualities of mind and 'heart. 

Dr. V: J. Tecs was elected to fill 
the vacancy on rhe Physical Educa- 
tion caused by Dr. Kldcr s death.

PUZZLESEXPESTS 

New York Financier Speàks 
on Stabilizattdh. 



The following article \Vas written es- 
pecially for the Princctonian"by Fred- 
erick I. Kent. Vice-President of the 
Banker's Trust Company, New York 
City, and the head of its foreign ex- 
change department. Duriiig the war, 
Mr. Kent was Director of the Division 
of Foreign Exchange of the Federal 
Reserve Board. Following the Armis- 
tice he spent one year on the continent 
in' connection with the Reparation Com- 
mission. 

Closely following the armistice the 
exclianges of Great Britain, France and 
Italy, \yhich had bceti stabilized in the 
New York" market, were allowed to seek 
their levels and all government support 
was withdrawn. Such support was not 
by decree but through the actual pur- 
chase of surplus exchange in the market 
at 'times when the demand for 'exchange 
happened to exceed the supply over a 
temporary period through the ■actua' 
sàle of eScchangc in the market 
. When the support of governments wa 
withdrawn and the exchanges were un- 
pegged, as it was called, sterling, francs 
and lira began to fall in .the New York 
market along With the other woi"ld'' 
exchanges -which' h.ld not been pegged 
The reason for such- a fall in the Euro 
pcan exchanges was due to the fact tha' 
the European countries, in general, re 
quired more manufactures, raw mater 
ial, and food which the Uni t«d State 
could supply, tlian they -were in positior 
to pay for with their own exports, to 
çether with the gold which they coulc' 
spare, and the services which they were 
able to extend to tourists in -foreig! 
countries, through freights, insur'ancr 
ctc. • ■• , • f ■ 

' European Exchanges Fall, 
This condition resulted in the crc? 
tion in the New York market of an im- 
uensc amount of foreign exchange rep 
■■esenteJ by drafts drawn against cx 
-lorts from tlic United States to the. En 
ropean countries. Where such, draft' 
were made payable i ndollars, the nece.ss' 
ity for the European countries to 
obtain dollars in order to make pay 
ment,' was, in effect, the same as ii 
drafts were drawn in .foreign. currency 
Willi much more fprcig;!! exchaiige 
being made in the United States than 
was required by importers to pay for 
■joods being brought into this country 
ind for other services extended to thr 
people here, the European exchange.^ 
had to fall until they reached^a . point 
where those having money to invest took 
'jp the slack through the purchase of ex- 
change, because they thought tlie rate."^ 
were so .low that a recovery was certain 
ind a large profit possible. _ ' 
DiCficulty in Trade Carrying. , 
Wiien ithc foreign, exchange left the 
^ald points no determinable 'mathemati- 
cal points were left at which the ex- 
changes might settle. As a result their 
fluctuations were in tremendous per- 
centage's during the cOursc of ■ a few 
minutes, or a day, a weckj or a monih, 
depending upon the relative requiremcntr 
for exchange, and sentiment, which de- 
veloped based on probabilities in the po- 
litical or economic world, as exercised 
through the purchase or sa.Ie of . ex- 
change. 

The difficulty in carrying'on trade 
and commerce with unsettled foreigi- 
exchanges lies entirely in their fluctua, 
tions, and not in their percentage over 
or above the theoretical mint par. In 
other words, if tlie European exchanges 
in New York were; all stabilized at say 
20 to SO per cent or any other - per. 
centnge under par, price adjustments of 
the commodities in the countries con 
cerned w;ould take place iiiwil trade 
could be carried on -with the same fac- 
ility that would be true if the rates 
were all at mint par. 

Economists Have Problem. 
Realization of tills situation is what 
has caused the constant attempts of 
business men, econoinist.s, bankers and 
statesman to endeavor to find a means 
under which the exchanges could be 
stabilized, even' at the depreciated rates 
which have existed in Now York 
sjnce the iiccd.s and conditions de- 
veloped by the war upset their stability. 

If tlie passage of resolutions would 
stabilize exchange, they would have 
beep solid as a rock . long ago, for var- 
ious economic and industrial hndws, and 
other organizations of men have been 
nassing such resolutions ever .-incc the 
armistice. What they have not taken in 
to consideration is that the foreign ex 
changes are an effect and not a cause, 
and that-you cannot cure a cause by 
trying to diii.guisc the effe:t. 
Must Stabilize Market. 
If the United tSates should loan the 
European countries sufficient doll.irs to 
enable them to .stabilize tlieir exchanges 
through thc. purchase of all surplus e.-c 
change which niight cornc into^ the New 
York market, the exchanges would tem 
norarily be stabilized, but if the causes 
for 'he present fluctuations :n txcliarge 
continued, the European nations "would 
owe the . United States a larger sum 
every year; until finally the annual ni- 
tercst upon such loans , would reach an 
amount be>x)nd the greatest value of the 
Dossiblc pro<luction for export of the 
borrowing countries. 

This would mean that the Unilid 
•^tates would be manufacturing and ;)ro- 
ducing for the European, countries with- 
r'Ut pay, which situation could be main 
taincd only until our surplus wealth was 
exhausted. There would come a time, 
therefore, when the exchanges would 
have to be uniicgged again, and sncii 
chaos as might exist at that time would 
be far worse than anything that has 
prevailed up to the present.

If, on the other hand, the force . of 
fluctuaiing exchanges is continued to be 
exercised toward eliminating balances 
'.'f tn.de. which arc impossible of ad- 
'ustmcrit and the European nations arc 
''oiced to balance thcir.budgets, to stop 
heir inflation, and develop their. pr^duc 
*.ion, so 'that they tan pay with their 
nvn exports, and such services as they 
•nay rerder to foreign nations for such 
•mports and foreign services as they 
may require, the economic position o'' 
the world will constantly grow better 
until it is again norma:!. : 

At tins time the cause for the fluctuai- 
•ng cxchangés having been eliminated, 
':he effect will be seen in their greater 
stabilization, In the mcantiine tlie ex- 
tension of credit here and there, which 
•night enable European countries to in- 
crease, their production;; . sufficienitly to 
repay such loans and have something in 
foreign exchange left over, will be help- 
ful in accelerating the restoration of 
U'Drmal trade between the nations. 

It is for this purpose that , such, 
'chcmes as the Meulcn plan, in.fernation- 
al banks, and trade corporations with 
large capital .are being studied, and 
whijc it is fully realized that no plan can 
immediately correct the 'situation, yirt 
it is confidently hoped that the_ confer- 
ences being held wi^l result in a steady 
bettering of the situation, and that h'clp- 
ful ideas will be applied às the m'onth^ 
go on which' will, serve to add force to 
the Vecovery that time s sure to briqg 
about in thi;' end and that will prevent 
the further catastrophics that might' oc- 
cur in the meantime if 'conditions were 
allowed to take care of themselves.

THE BUSINESS OF LIVING. 



If a number of the students were ask- 
ed wiiat each e.xpected to g«t out of the 
courses being studied, a variety of an- 
s»vcrs would be received. Some might 
expect help in business, others increased 
power for service in the community. 
But the fundamental reason, bigger than 
any tliat might be named, should be 
back of any effort in' the college course. 
Every student must learn the businci.s 
of . living, and until he Jias mastered thf 
business of life, his chance ^or success 
in the world is. limited. 

Do >-ou ever top to think, after com- 
pleting an assigrnment in any subject 
that you are taking, of the relation of 
the.,Jhmgs -yoq Jiave not learned with 
the bushiess of living? owH will you be 
able tO'tiiake use of tlic knowledge you 
have gained? 

Each lesson should be connected in 
some way with your living. A few 
moments of thought on each assign- 
ritènf "ïvill make the work easier, and 
will develop, an interest in the course 
which you iyere never able to discover 
before. ' 

■ Too many students think of this class- 
room work as simply a means of pass- 
ing an examination. Unrelated facts 
■crowded into Mhe brain will be of no 
particular 'value. A mind is not a 
storage place for unrelated facts, but a 
means of producing work if given facts 
in a logical order. 

In doing your next assignment, think 
back and try to realize tlie value of the 
work in the work of life. 



EXTRACURRICULAR 
WORKDISCUSSED 

Interesting Fhase of Question: 
in Magazine Article. 



Much discussion has been aroused in 
this country in recent years over the 
■tendencies in colleges and universities to 
give ex'.ra-curricular .tctivrties a larger 
and more important place in student Hie 
Some educators maintain tliat this will 
produce a broader and more valuable 
educational system. Others assert that 
such action will inc'vitably lower the 
standards of scholarship. Wilbur C 
.'Vbbot in the .-Athletic .Monthly lately 
developed an interesting phase pi the 
question. He states in point as fol 
lows : 

The problem of student aclivilies out 
side of the curriculum is not new. /Xi 
all times since universities began, stu 
dents have lived a great part of theii 
lives be}-ond the view of faculties. Then 
have always been student organizations, 
for pleasure, for profit, and for pro- 
tection. 

To'^lJiis college life the price of admis- 
sion and continuance is >iiie performance 
of those intellectual .exercises for which 
colleges and universities exist. Its ex- 
penses — ^greater by far in many in- 
stances thant he modest demands of 
the guild of scholars — its members pa.\ 
in part from their own pockets. As ii- 
fioilogna, its 'receipts arc derived from 
entnancc payment.^. • . from fines... and 
from the occasional presents of an 
alumnus;' and thoug-h they are not now 
'chiefly devolc<l fo convivial and relig- 
ious purposes,' as they were then, there 
is a-mple use for them, indeed for more 
than undergraduates would be likely to 
supply" from their own resources. Bu; 
the student guild has hit upon a source 
of revenue, — the public, — and front the 
outside world is drawn much of Ihe 
revenue essential to the continuance of 
a' great part of this system. 

And to ^v1lat end, the cynic inquires? 
To see men play games like, and not a? 
well as, the professionals on whom they 
model themselves: to yawn tliron.tfli 
dreary imitations of the vaudeville stage, 
and crude, expensive parodies of poor 
Broadway shows; to groan through ill- 
composed and vapid glcc-club concerts? 
We' see the teams recruited by 'scouis' 
and itoo-cnthusiastic alumni, to beat s 
rival, with no regard to the ethics or 
spirit of amateur sport, and less to the 
training of the mass of men. We stand 
aghast, at revelations of the incompe- 
tence, or worse, of student managers, 
from whose hands we are compelled to 
take control of revenue and expendi^nre. 

Any why should we put with it? 
Why permit men to waste their time 
a«d money— and ours— in such fol- 
lies? Is it die business of the colleges to 
prowde great public spectacles? Is ' this 
why we support the 'higher education'? 
The tiling is a sham. The colleges are 
nothing more than clubs,— city or coun 
tO', as tlie case miay bc,r-where idle 
youths fritter away four years to un fit 
tliem for the real business of life. Let 
us mend it or end if. 

Moreover, adds the critic, this com- 
parison with the mediaeval student guild 
is misleading and absurb. There i.s nc 
argument so falladous as the argument 
from analogy — especially a false ana- 
logy such as thi. It is preposterous 
f.mtasy. The mediaeval students were 
serious men, bent on improving their 
minds. These things are youthful folly 
organized. It is rediculous to call them 
a system of education' ; and it is worse 
than ridiculous to dignify these 'social 
and athletic merry-go-rounds' iiy rec- 
ognition as part of college- work. 

It is obvious that there arc two things 
which must be done, Tlie one is to in-, 
fuse into this mass of youthful energy 
sometliing of judgment and direction 
more than is natural to youth; to con-' 
nect this vigorous undisciplined, loosely 
organized development with the saner 
standards and the worthier ends of ma- 
tu^er minds, on the principle of 'old 
men for counsel and young men for' 
war.' What can be done hy closer co- 
operation is revealed in one institution 
by tlic development of a glee club which 
has achieved distinction in the whole 
world of music; in another by a .school 
of poetry, and in another of drama, 
which need not hide their heads even 
before professionals. The second is 
the recognition by the undergraduates

brought with it. They must direct 
this movement to better ends than ma- 
terial comfort, or mere pleasure, or 
mutual admiration, or social distinction 
or organization fdr organization's ^ake, 
unless it is to destroy itself.

'doing something' for this institution oi: 
that, though often expressed in futile 
forms or running to absurdities, points 
tlie way to better things -than living for 
otic's self or for one's club alone. 

In these two things — closer coopera- 
tion between the guild of scholar and 
tlic guild of students, an^d acceptance 
of the obligations of their s}stein by the 
undergraduates and tlie alumni-seems 
to lie the only perceptible basis for the 
proper dcwlopment of tlie future college 
and university. But tlierc is a tliird-^the 
recognition of this problem for what it 
is ; an integral part, not only of the 'si- 
tuation as it exists, but of the educa- 
tion of our youtli in its ciitirety.-

DOCTOR LEACOCK 
ADDRESSES WESTERNERS

very personal interest in the V\'est say- 
ing, "Father went West with ideas of a 
large fortune and of bringing out West 
a large family. He went broke. Mv 
uncle went ncx,t. He went broke. My 
brother Dick went next in '81. He took 
seven years to get back... So you see 
that I have hesitated to go West. ; . My 
only connection with the West is tha; 
I own half a lot at Swift Current. I 
am told that is five minutes walk from 
where the post office is going to be. 
"Dr. Leacock went on to say that he 
has now learnt that every. lot in the 
West is five minutes walk from whe.-e 
the post office is going to be and there- 
upon offered this extremely valuable 
lot for sale. No purchaser was secured 
however. 

In speaking of his trip abroad. Dr. 
Leacock first said ilhat he was extremely 
glad to be back at McGill and he also 
mentioned the plan of sending profes- 
sors abroad, stating that wherever he 
went "students received this with the 
greatest enthusiasm." The speaker said 
tliat he had, lectured "all oyer the shop 
over there," even speaking- before mo- 
thers' meetings. 

He claimed that he knew every type 
of chairman that existed in England, 
including tlie staid ones, the funny ones, 
the serious ones, the prosy ones, the 
clerical ones, the super-confident ones 
and tlie financially, worried ones. One 
chairman of .the clérical kind in intro- 
ducing the McGill professor, said that 
in the days gone by "we sent out labour- 
ers, scliolars and even criminals io 
Canada— now they are coming bacic to 
us." (Roars of laughter from alj West- 
erners.) 

Dr. Leacock then mentioned tlie type 
of humour he encountered on his ioui- 
ney abroad, stating '.that it is very simi- 
lar to the Canadian brand except that 
there is "a dry belt of humour in the 
Midland factory towns."' ' "The ideal 
place, hoiVevcr, for a lecturer to go is 
Scotland. The' idea of Scotland hav- 
ing no sense of humour is slander cir- 
culated by the English." He said that 
Scotland had greatly profited by the 
Union -^as this "gave the Scotch the right

to'«ell anything thçy wanted to in Eng- 
land and the English the right to sell 
anS^ilin^ they could in Scotlahd."'(M'ore 
roars of laughter.) 

Dr. Leacock said tliat he was going to 
spend the remaining days of his life in 
correcting this popular fallacy concern- 
ing Scotch humour. 

He then closed his address by sonic 
quiet solemn and sound words '.f ad- 
vice to all students at McGill, saying, in 
part, "I feel that we have right here 
something tliat is a wonderful asset and 
something greater than they have in 
England, That is a wider idea of pa- 
triotic stimulus, T h,ivc come back 
with greater and renewed affection for 
McGill, We have to make out <if 
our University something greater than 
if is now. That is the message I want 
to bring to this Society to'-night— th.it 
we sliould appreciate the University In 
which we live." " 

-Upon resuming his scit, I'rofossor 
Leacock was loudly and longly .\pplaud- 
cd several minutes elapsing before quiet- 
ness was again the order of the c.v-ning,
